INFANT MORTALITY 
IN NAZI-OCCUPIED 
EUROPE IS HIGH 


LONDON, 
July 
16—(/P>—A 
per cent rise in infant mortality 
over normal in German-occupied 
Kurope was reported today by the 
British Famine Relief Committee, 
a 
fact-finding 
organization 
of 
churchmen. 
On the basis of first hand re- 
mits, it likened the suffering from 
want of food In conquered and 
occupied areas as well as other 
embattled nations on the Contin- 
ent with the situation after four 
years of the first World War. 
There is Increasing frequency 


of scurvy, rickets, anemia, demma- 
tosls and eye Infections, it said.

(in 1930) to see himself 
vindicated. 


Douhet's great idea was 


that military and civilian 
resistance could be bombed 
into surrender. Overwhelm- 
ing air power would do the 
trick. While he denied any 
intention 
of doing away 


with the army and navy, he 
clearly regarded them as 
of secondary importance. 


Chiefs of state, like oth- 


er people, are much tempt- 
ed to short cuts.to desired 
ends. When Douhet assert- 
ed that his plan would win 
all 
wars, 
every 
country 


weighed it carefully. 
The 


Spanish Civil War of 1938 
saw it tried in the bombing 
of Barcelona and Madrid. 
Great damage was done, 
yet no collapse followed. 
Douhet's theories then went 
into eclipse. In 1940 and 
.1941 the Germans practic- 
ed extensive aerial bomb- 
ing, 
but 
supplemented it 


with elaborate 
forqes 
on 


land and sea. Their success 
seemed to make adoption of 
the Douhet system unnec- 
essary. 


The British, having no 


large army for 
invasion,

Of 223 Billions 
For War Program 


WASHINGTON, 
July 16.—Wi— 
The war production board reported 
today that appropriations approved 
and proposed for carrying on tho 
war program total approximately 
$223,000,000,000. 


Appropriation and contract au- 


thorizations as of today amounted 
to $212,000,000,000, WPB said. 
The naval construction act, au- 


thorizing the construction of about 
$8,580,000,000 of 
additional 
naval 


tonnage, was approved by the pres- 
ident on July 9, but did not cany 
and specific appropriation of funds. 


In addition, about 
$2,180,000,000 


for other war agencies has been re- 
quested. Of this amount, $314,000,- 
000 has been appropriated nnd ex- 
penditure of the balance Is provided 
for in pending legislation. 


During the first two years of the 


war effort, ended June 30, ^federal 
expenditures for military purposes 
totalled 
$34,765,000,000, 
including 


disbursements by the treasury and 
the reconstruction finance corpor- 
ation. Of the total, $15,650,000.000 
went to the army, $10,211,000,000 to 
the navy, and $4,098,000,000 for tho 
lend-lcase administration.
